WAR IN THE FUTURE 


W 


AR is not a very pieasing subject to con- 


template for the future. But if General 


Friedrich von Benihardi, author of "Germany 
and the Nest War," published during the World 
War, and now author of a second volume "War 
in the Future," has his way about it the mili- 
taristic forces of his country will not be slow in 
preparing for a new and important struggle in 
Central Europe. 


This new book follows closely in detail 


and argumentation Bernbardi's early volume 
It is just as important, in showing the trend of 
thought among the imF'^riaiib'ic fore*"* of Ger- 
many. 
It gives no ground in its contention 


that "right makes rni»ht." It is first and al- 
ways a call to arms for the future. Bernkardi 
may be dead when the M-xt war comes involv- 
ing his country (if ever 
comes,) but the pot- 


ency of his teachings 'jnc may be sure will re- 
vive, if the nations are bound together tn a 
league bent upon preserving universal peace 
militaristic forces even- \liere may find them- 
selves seriously hancU:apped in proceeding 
along the line of development of implements of 
war. 


But if Bernhardi's rew volume means any- 


thing at all, it is a carefvl survey of the Great 
War with the exercise of authority to point out 
mistakes of the past a.ad dictate plans for the 
future. In this book Beruhardi writes serious- 
ly of the imi -.^tant work of diplomacy. Says 
he: "The art of diplomacy consists principally 
in causing deception, while at the same time 
safeguarding one's own interests or applying 
one's own st.cngth ccaectly," And, again, 
going a little deeper into his subject, he says 
quite frankly: "Before one starts a political 
game, one must ask on^'s self whether, in case 
of need, one is willing and ready to take up 
arms. The necessary deception fan be aroused 
without a single untrue word—therein lies the 
art of deception." 


When it conies to a direct discussion of 


war, General BernharJi writes: "War is noth- 
ing but a continuation of politics by other 
means. .. There is no room for magnanimity 
in this game; in fact su^r- a thing would be a 
crime against one's own nation." 


"War in the Future," by this master mittd, 


Is a subject that lies nearest to his heart. lie 
dreams of \var and sacrifice. To Bcrnhardi 
the sacrifices of a rac', mean nothing more 
than that which the race owes to its monarch 
In other words the common people, who hear 
the brunt and pay the h :'vy price of hostilities, 
need have no conco.n in the making of ^ir. 
For them the part is to tinn thprnsphe1* «i'ul do 
battle at the command of raj airy. 


Now it must bo appnront to anyone who 


is interested at all in li^ permanent peace of 
the universe, that sucU doctrines as Bernhardi 
is promoting can load but to one end, war, pro- 
viding in such countries as harbor men of this 
type, someone does not arise to proclaim the 
falseness of such arguments. Of course in the 
event the thought of th° masses is directed 
away from the savagery of war and turned in 
the direction of penoofiii pursuits and amity 


nation and nation, e\vn 
Bernhurdi 


his torch of treas-.n to a people will not 


be able to get very far. 


It seems certain, however, that the mili- 


taristic forces in the worid will read "War in 
the Future," with a great deal of care. They 
will ponder over the prvciples •which this man 
promulgates. They of course will leave out the 


moral bide of the issue for the very reason that 
they do not believe a moral issue can conflict 
v.ith the theory of "rl-j i makes might." 


Bmthard' not unlike Ludendorff, is im- 


pressed with the fact tr.at the German govern- 
ment, by not heeding t'io warnings, of its mili- 
tary leaders with the greater possible humility, 
is directly responsible fir what happened in 
1918, the collapse of the n ilitary regime. From 
this time on, with the dissemination of this 
book, Bernhardi will do what he can to promote 
a feeling of animosity .r> the hearts of the Ger- 
man people. At this mi ment, fortunately for 
the German people and the rest of the world, 
his advice is riot apt to be accepted outside a 
limiTfj circie of junket b <• ml inakeib ui wars.

But it won't; the same old 
problems presented in a new way will be our 
portion. We might as well try to run away 
from our &hadpw in the sunshine. The trou- 
bles of the present form of city government 
will be inherited by cl 3 city commissioners. 
The manager will inert up with the same dif- 
ficulties that now confn r>t council. When we 
learn well the lesson that the benefits and priv- 
ileges of citizenship are worth paying for in 
the proper measure, then will our troubles 
cease.
